From 1933-53 the 
Canadian postal operations ha\« 
shown a surplus in all but two 
years, while the TJ. S. Po»t Office 
has had a deficit during the same 
period-except for the war •xears 
1M8-44-45. * * - Will the candi- 
dat* vote for economies in postal 
operation* and an increase in 
postage rates sufficient to put the 
Post Office on a self-supporting 
basfs?

Social Security Amendments 
Affect Many Farm Workers 


The new amendments to the So- 


cial Security Act which President 
Eisenhower has signed into law 
are of particular importance to 
both farm operators and farm 
workers in Lee and Ogle Counties, 
Gerald W. Spencer, manager of the 
District Social Security office in 
Rockford said today. 


The new law extends social se- 


curity protection to almost all 
farm families after this year. Na- 
tionwide, about 13 600,000 self-em- 
ployed farm operators will be 
covered for the first time in much 
the same way as other self-employ- 
ed persons already under the pro 
g r a m. 
Approximately 
2.100.000 


more hired farm workers will 
start building old-age and surviv- 
ors insurance protection for them- 
selves and their families on Jan. 1, 
1955. 


Two Crop Y 


This-means that by the time they 


have worked through two more 
crop years, elderly farm people 
may be insured, so that they can 
receive 
monthly 
social security 


checks after age 65. A farmer's 
family will be protected, too, so 
that if he should die, at any age, 
the widow and young 
children 


would receive monthly payments. 
For a retired farmer and his wife, 
the payments will be from $45 to 
almost S163 a month, depending 
upon his earnings, while the f":n- 
ily of an insured worker who dies 
will receive from S45 to S200 a 
month. 


The amended law does away 


with the complicated 
"regularly 


employed" test whereby a worker 
had to be continuously employed 
by a farm operator before his 
work started to count tow. aid so- 
cial security. Also eliminated is 
the provision that he must then be 
employed by the same farm opera- 
tor on a full-time basis for at least 
60 days during the following quar- 
ter. The amended law replaces 
this test with the requirement that, 
beginning Jan 1. 1955. an agricul- 
tural employe will be covered by 
social security in any calendar 
year in which he is paid as much 
as $100 in cash by one farm em- 
ployer. 


Some Not Covered 


While this amendment to the So- 


cial Secunty Act will bring cover- 
age to manv more farm workers, 
the new la%v does not cover the 
most mteimittent or short-time 
workers, and does not impose on 
the farm employer the burden of 


reporting small amounts of wages. 
However, the farm operator who 
employs farm help will have an 
obligation to report the employe's 
covered wages and remit the social 
security tax (two per cent deduct- 
ed from the worker's cash wages; 
two per cent contributed by the 
farm operator). The farmer will 
send the report and the taxes for 
his employe to the District Direc- 
tor of Internal Revenue. 


Spencer pointed out that the 


farm operator will earn social se- 
curity credits in the same way as 
all other self-employed people who 
are under the progiam. v.ith one 
notable exception For farm oper- 
ators whose gross income is less 
than $1,800 in a year, there is a 
special simplified reporting pro- 
cedure. The farm operator will re- 
port his income for social security 
and pay his first social security 
self-employment tax on his 1955 
earnings. The social security tax is 
a three per cent tax which is due, 
with the social security income re- 
port, at the same time the fanner 
pays his income tax. This date is 
April 15, 1955. 


Faim operators 
and workers 


who have never been in emploj- 
ment or ss-lf-employment coveted 
by social security and have never 
had a social security account card, 
or have lost their card, should get 
in touch with the nearest Social 
Secunty District Office, Spencer 
sadi The social security oifice in 
Rockford is in Room 207, P O. 
Bldg If it is not convenient for a 
farmer or farm worker to visit that 
office, he can get an application 
blank at the post office and mail 
it to the above address.

Farm Topics 
Scheduled at 
Safety Meet 


URBANA — Safety lessons that 


will help prevent accidents and 
save lives on the farm will be 
abundant at the farm sessions of 
the National Safety Congress in 
Chicago, Oct. 18-22. 


E. I. Pilchard, vice president of 


the Illinois Rural Safety Council, 
reports that at least 12,000 person* 
are expected to hear the more 
than 600 participants discuss all 
aspects of accident prevention at 
the 200 sessions. The Congress, 
which is the annual convention of 
the National Safety Council, will 
offer sessions in each of its five 
divisions. 


The farm program will include 


sessions for adults and a special 
program for farm youth. At the 
joint session on Tue»day morning, 
Oct. 19, the subject will be the im- 
portance of safety to the farm fam- 
ily, to industry, to agriculture and 
to the farmer. In the afternoon, 
while farm youths sel the stage for 
their special program, the adults 
will hear panel discussions on elec- 
tric fence problems a&J safe rural 
wnmg. 


On Wednesday moining the farm 


session will feature a panel of ex- 
perts on how to accomplish the 
farm safety job. while the afternoon 
progtam will be devoted to farm 
machinery safety. 


"Piogiess Ahead" is the theme 


of the combined youth and adult 
session on Thursday morning. Sug- 
gestions toward realizing a safer 
agriculture will come from repre- 
sentatives of youth, farmers, agri- 
cultural colleges, farm organiza- 
tions, and agricultural industry. 


A special session on farm fire 


prevention will be held on Thurs- 
dav afternoon. 
Expect Lowering 
Of Hog Prices 


There may be some lowering of 


hog prices in 1955 with the final 
figure near $18 or $20. concluded 
Bayard Scott. Vinton. Iowa, farm- 
er, after recent visits with hog 
raisers and experts in three states. 


Scott reports his own opinions 


and those of the men he visited in 
the September issue of Successful 
Fanning magazine One of the ex- 
perts predicted there will be an 
eight to 10 per cent increase in the 
number of hogs both this year and 
next. 


Another farmer in Illinois said 


that he felt corn prices would be 
cheaper this year, and that he 
could take a lower price for his 
hogs and still have a favorable 
corn-hog margin.

A recent 
government 
survey 


gives some new facts about the 
size of the fall pig crop—and some 
clues as to the probable number 
of 1955 spring pigs. But the survey 
leaves plenty of unanswered ques- 
tions to puzzle farmers and hog 
buyers. 


The new survey shows that farm- 


ers in six leading hog-producing 
states are having about 14 percent 
more sows farrow this fall (June- 
November) than last. The same 
farmers plan to have 11 per cent 
mnre winter pigs (Pec^mhcr-Foh- 
ruary) than they had last winter. 


The six states included in the 


survey — Iowa, Illinois. Indiana, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin and Kansas 
—have in recent year produced 
about half of the total U. S. fall 
pig crop. 


The 14 per cent increase in sows 


farrowing this fall in these states 
compares with an expected in- 
crease of 10 per cent reported three 
months eaiher for the U. S. as a 
whole. The increase in pigs saved 
may be a little different from the 
number of sows farrowing, depend- 
ing on the number of pigs saved 
per sow. The survey shows that 
fall pigs are coming a little, but 
not much, earlier than they did 
last vear. 


Towa farmers seem to be going 


"hog wild." Thev will have about 
a million sows farrowing fall pigs 
— 10 per cent moie than last year 
nnd 27 per cent more than aver- 
age. Total fall pigs saved in Iowa 
will probably be a record high. 


The survey also disclosed some 


interesting and important informa- 
tion about sows to farrow in De- 
cember - February 
(first half of 


spring pig crop season). Farmers 
in these six states expect to have 
11 per cent more sows farrowing 
early spring (or winter) pigs than 
they had this past year. However, 
total 1955 spring farrowmgs will 
probably not show such a large in- 
crease. 


Most of the six states in the 


survey escaped the worst of the 
drougth, so they have plently of 
feed and water. Minnesota shows 


the greatest prospective incre&N 
in winter farrowings—45 per cent. 
These three, most of which es- 
caped the drouth, show the follow- 
ing: prospective increases: Wiscon- 
sin, 17 per cent; Iowa, 12 per cent, 
and Indiana, 8 per cent. 


Illinois, wich has a bumper corn 


crop in the north, but a complete 
failure in many southern counties, 
shows no increase in sows to far* 
row in December-February. Kan- 
sas farmers, hard hit by drouth, 
say they will cut winter farrowingn 
by 13 per cent. 


Missouri and several other Im- 


portant hog states in the severa 
drouth area were not included in 
the survey. 


There are two reasons for think- 


ing that the total number of spring 
pigs may not increase so much a* 
this survey suggests: 


First, it seems likely that de- 


creases in winter and spring far- 
rowing in the drouth areas will off- 
set a substantial part of the plan- 
ned increase elsewhere. 


Second, neither of the two big 


months of spring farrowing — 
March and April—were covered in 
the survey. Last year the percen- 
tage increase in total spring pigs 
(December-May) was much less 
than the increase in the first three 
months.

Taxes and Politics 


What's happened to the nation's taxes in the last couple 


of years has become an issue in this election campaign, and 
the subject deserves a little examination. 


The Republicans say they voted tax cuts amounting tc 


several billions of dollars and overhauled a tax structure 
full of inequities and creaking with age. 


The Democrats say most of the cuts voted had actually 


been approved by a previous Democratic congress, and that 
the rest are designed to benefit the rich with the thought 
that part of these gains may "trickle down" to the poor folk- 


The labor leaders particularly complain at the "lack of 


humanity" in Republican tax bills. 


What is the story? 
We acquired our high federal income tax level during 


World War II, when of course, we had to raise as much cur- 
rent revenue as we could to hold the public debt down. But 
in the immediate postwar years, the incumbent Democratic 
regime did not enact or even propose a tax reduction. A $5 
billion cut was approved by the Republican 80th congress. 
*

Later, upon the outbreak of the Korean war, new tax 


burdens were imposed until rates approached those prevail- 
ing before the cuts. The Democratic congress in power did 
place "terminal dates" on these increases both in personal 
and corporate levies. 


Those dates came up in 1954, by which time the Repub- 


licans held the White House and congress. 
The personal 


cuts were allowed to take effect as originally provided, but 
there was some modification in the corporate tax picture 
before reductions were voted. 


The Democrats now wish to take credit for those per- 


sonal and corporate tax cuts. But the fact is, former Presi- 
dent Truman's last budget called for about $12 billion more 
in government outlays than the GOP congress under Presi- 
dent Eisenhower finally voted. 


It is very difficult to see how such marked tax cuts 


would have been allowable if the budget had been $12 billion 
bigger this year. The savings that made them possible were 
Republican, not Democratic savings.

In 1954 the huge tax revision bill, aimed principally at 


modernizing the tax structure rather than providing spe- 
cific tax rate relief, was pushed through by the GOP- Demo- 
crats assailed it on the ground it did nothing for the average 
consumer whose income was falling as the economy declined. 
They proposed to increase personal income tax exemptions 
from $600 to $700. 


But this bill was not intended to give general relief. It 


was the president's conclusion that the state of the budget 
would not at thi=; time permit further rate cuts or boosts 
in exemptions. 
He believed more savings were necessary 


first. 


The Democrats, not having the responsibility of the 


budget, gave no concern to this aspect of the problem. They 
shnplv urged what amounted to a tax cut, and belabored 
the GOP for being so inhumane as to deny voting one. 


The record shows, however, that when they were in 


oower they never really put into effect a single tax reduc- 
tion except once to lift the World War II excess profits levy. 
The Democratic performance is a virtually unbroken catalog 
of tax increases. ' 


Most of all of these boosts may well have been neces- 


sary. But they do not give the Democrats license to chide 
the GOP for not making tax cuts of a sort they never made 
when they,had the chance.

MICHIGAN CITY, Ind. W — 


Guards will stalk from the big, 
grey Indiana State Prison "by Fri- 
day'' and set up pickets in the face 
of an instant-dismissal threat, a 
union official said today. 


Merle Griffith, vice president of 


the International Guards Union, 
said that 105 of the prison's 197 
guards agreed Monday to strike. 
He emphasized, however, that 37 
guards would be left in the prison 
to maintain inner security. 


There will be no strike at the 


Indiana Reformatory at Pendleton 
Griffith stated. There had been 
some question over this since his 
statement last week that reforma- 
tory guards would follow prison 
guards in any decision. 


Seek Shorter Week 


The guards seek a 40-hour work 


week, correction of "unfair work- 
ing conditions," and rehiring of 
four guards the union charges were 
fired for union activity, Griffith 
said. 


Meanwhile, National Guard units 


were alerted and state police shift- 
ed to provide ready security forces 
for the big prison, which houses 
2,274 inmates. 


Warden J. Ellis Overlade said 


he didn't think that the strike 
would "amount to anything." But 
he added that he had more than 
enough personnel, including super- 


visors'and non-custodial employes, 
to maintain a guard force without 
outside help. 


Overlade denied that the four 


guards recently discharged had 
been let go because of union or- 
ganizing. He said all had proved 
unsatisfactory in their work. Ha 
didn't elaborate. 


Promises Discharge 


Hugh O'Brien, state correction 


chairman, has said repeatedly that 
any guard who struck would be 
fired immediately. 


Overlade said that he had spoken 


to every man on the guai'd roster 
and each had fully understood he 
would be fired should he leave his 
post.

Rabbi Benjamin Schultz, in Bal- 


timore to be toastmaster tonight 
of a dinner honoring Roy M. Conn, 
former McCarthy aide and a cen- 
tral figure in the McCarthy-Army 
hearings last spring, made the an- 
nouncement. 


The Senate is scheduled to re- 


convene Nov. 8 to begin considera- 
tion of a special committee recom- 
mendation that McCarthy be cen- 
sured 


Rabbi Schultz said the march 


will be a "people's m o v e m e n t 
especially for Sen. McCaithy, who 
is being smeaied " 


He said the manners would be 


uiged to visit their home-state sen- 
ators during the day to urge them 
to reject the censure recommenda- 
tions, then to attend a mass meet- 
ing at a downtown hotel ballroom 
the night of Nov. 11.
